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A GroWn^up State 

in Baby Clothes!

A ristotle, the great Greek phiIosf>pher, in hU famous work 

oil politic*, descrtoeil the constitution* of all tlie different 
states known to him. .\nd he said that the state exist^ long¬ 
est and prospered most which was readiest to clungc its con¬ 
stitution and adapt it to changed conditions. 

This rule holds good today. It hol<ls good for the United States, 
and-for the state of Wsconsin. 

• • • 

Our last constitution was adopted in 1848. At that time, Wis¬ 
consin was virtually a frontier state. The greatest part of it was covered 
with one vast primeval forest. The largest city, Milwaukee, liad 
about 30,000 inhabitants. There were only a few towns which liad 
a population of from two to five thousand. 

Manufacturing in the United States was then in its childho^, 
and there was hardiv any manufacturing done in a border state like 
W isconsin. Oirporations in the present sense were not known. 

In tliose days a corporation meant a city or a township. There 
were no railroads, no telegraphs, no telephones, and of course, no 
Street cars. Public scIkx>Is were few and far between. .A man who 
could read and "reckon” was looked up to as a wizard in very many 
country places: Capitalism in its present form and development was 
not even dreamt of. 

The constitution adopted at that time, of course, was made to 
suit those conditions. It was made to express the needs of a frontier 
State. It reflected the political, social and economic conditions of the 

day. 

* • * 

What a great difference between the Wisconsin of 1007 anil the 
Wisconsin of the Black Hawk war! Today Wisconsin is the seventh 
state in the Union at far as manufacturing is concerned. The total 
output of manufactured products was $360,818,942 in 1900. 

In 1848 we had no proletariat in the present sense. Entirely new 
classei have come into existence since tliat time. In 1848 any man 
with a strong pair of arips and moderately good habits could not only 
make hit living comfortably, but also lay the foimdation for a pros¬ 
perous second generation by simply sticking to the land. Today we 
nave not only an economically powerful class of capitalists, but also a 
very numerous proletariat which to all ends and purposes has become 
a Axed class. 

We have tremendous aggregations of capital, big railroad com¬ 
panies, public service corporations, and greedy and grasping colora¬ 
tions of all kinds. Their oppressive power is felt by the last pioneer 
fanner in the northern part of the state. 

In 1848 the only evil influence which the people seemed to fear 
was the issuing of wild-cat money by the banks. And the pcni'le toolt 
especial pains to provide against this in their constitution. Today there 
is no wild-cat money. Tlie bank money is good enough if we can 
get hold of it. But the banks themselves have become simply the 
handmaids of the big collations and trusts. 

The economic conditions have changed absolutely. 

• • • 

Now, if we were influenced only by party motives, we should 
simply say, "Keep your old constitution. Under the present constitu¬ 
tion. our legislature cannot make good laws. All gixid laws, such 
as are made to fit changed conditions, are necessarily unconstitu¬ 
tional. And if no laws are made to alleviate the hardships of the peo¬ 
ple, the people wiH, of necessity, become revolutionary and Social- 
Democratic.'’ 

So, from a Socialistic party standpoint, the present constitution 
would be just the very thing we should want. 

But this is not the^way we reason. We have so much confidence 
in the righteousness of our cause and the inevitablenMs of Socialism, 
that we know that even the strongest constitution cannot stop our 
progress in the end. On the other hand, a good and timely constitu¬ 
tion will do away with a great deal of avoidable friction. It will make 
sane and constructive progress possible. 

• • • 

I will just mention a few detaik of our constitution as tliey lup- 
pen to come to my mind. 

There is, for instance, the item of compensation for the state 
school superintendent. That was fixed in 1848 at $1,200 a year and 
was sufiBcient for that time. But the state school superintendent still 
gets only $1,200, although the salary of. the superintendent of the 
plUpiaukee.public schools is $6,000 anually. In order to get a state 
school superintendent who is in any way competent for' the position, 
resort Is made to a form of graft, ^e superintendent is given a num- 
btf 'of clerkships, which he d^s not fill, but draws the salaries. Now, 
if this should done in any other position, it might be considered a 
criminal offense. Yet that is the only way tliat the oflSce of state school 
superintendent can be upheld. 

• • • 

Another important point is the way the corporations arc treated. 
In our constitufion, only the cities and townships are mentioned as 
corporations. Virtually,' the .Milwaukee street railway company and 
the qity of Milwaukee are on the same level, as far as the conslitntion 
Is concerned, although one represents men and the other represents only 
dollars. 

The power of cities is exceedingiv limitetl. Milwaukee, fur in- 
stapice, a dty' of 350,000 inhabitants, has no home rule whatsoever. 
Even in small matters, it is absolutely governed by the legislature. 
Now these legislators may be well-meaning men, but they are men 
from' up sta.te who know little or nothing about the vital needs of a 
hr^e dty like Milwankee. In 1848, that was all well enough. There 
were then no large dties in Wisconsin and the conditions were very 
^nch the tame in all parts of the state. Today this- arrangement is 
^Mokte and dangerous, and is the cause of a great deal of hardship 
and even of graft. 

■ • • * 

Another point. The state cannot be a party to any interior im¬ 
provement under onr present constitution. ^ the great state of Wis¬ 
consin has not the power to build a little wagon road two miles long. 
Its own constitution forbids that

Amendments to the constitution are very cumbersome. They 
kave first to pass through two consecutive legislatures, which in it- 
^f is very difficult, on acconnt of certain vestH interests which like to 
iW' in the i^uddled waters of our constitution. Then each amend¬ 
ment must be 'Hgned the governor, and afterwards voted upon by 
tne people, before it is adopted 

And, at best, such amendments can be only patch-work. The con-, 
■titution was made for a state in its childhood. This same state has 
■ittce come to maturity. The constitution is simply a cloak for our 
DO<br politic.

The fact that these two cliases have 
not yet become folly consckms of their 
distinction from each other, the fact 
that the lines of division and interest 
may not yet be clearly drawn, does 
not change the fact of the class con¬ 
flict. 

This class struggle is due to the 
prirate ownership of the means of 
employment, or the tools of produc¬ 
tion. Wherever and whenever man 
owned his own land and tools, and in 
them produced only the things which 
he nsed. economic independence was 
possible. But prodnetioa. or the 
making of goods, has long since 
ceased to be individual. The labors 
of scores or even thousands, entcflhto 
almost every article produced. Pro¬ 
duction is now •social or collective. 
Practically cvci^iL'n^ is made or done 
by many men^sometimes separated 
by seas and continents—working to¬ 
gether fof the same end. Bu^ this co¬ 
operation in production is not for the 
direct use of the things made by the 
workers who make them, but for the 
profit of the owners of the tools and 
means of production; and to this is 
due the present division of society 
into two distinct classes; and from it 
has sprung all the miseries, inbar- 
monies and contradictions of our 
cinlization. 

Between these two classes there 
can be no possible compromise or 
identity of interest, any more than 
there can be peace in the midst of 
war, or light in the midst of dark- 
iiesi A society based upon this class 
division carries in itself the seeds of 
its owrn destruction. Such a society 
is founded on fundamental injustice. 
There can be no possible basis for 
social peace, for individual freedom, 
for mental harmony, except in the

A Few Bouquets for Beggs! 


In Milwaukee the street car em-| 
ployes wock longer hours tlian in 
ofhiw cities, and get less pay. I 
_ The air brakes tliat are so exten- j 
sivefy used all over the comitry on 
modem street car systems arc made 
right here in Milwaukee by the 
Christianson company. Tlieir use 
prevents a big lot of acciitcnts to 
people and to prutiecty. Ttiey cost 
$350 each to install, wliich is the 
real reason Mr. Beggs does no* 
want to be forced to put tliein 00 his 
cars. 

In many other cities the front 
vestibules arc rioted to the patrons, 
and the motpmun does not have his 
attention from liis'duties distracted 
by people around him. or his free¬ 
dom to stprk'hTiike and power crank 
by the o^crowding. The reason 
why the front,vestibules in Milwau¬ 
kee are not closed is because tlie 
room needed for extra standing 
rqom as tart of John'tls policy oi 
getting es'cry nickte out of tlie peo¬ 
ple he can. Nearly two-thirds of 
tlie street car accidnits result from 
crowded front platforms. ' 

In other cities tlwy are installing 
a new trolly device, by which, when 
the trolley gets off the wire, the 
trolley pole does not go crashing 
aloft amidst the live wires, but de¬ 
scends toward the roofs. After 
this improvement has beermie an 
old story in every other city Beggs 


wil probably be induceil to give it 
a trial in back-numlier Milwaukee. 

For years Mr. Beggs has been 
dangling before the eyes of his 
uKHormen a promise to put on air 
brakes. .-Xt one time, several years 
ago, he told the uien lie was just 
about to order them. But the CTced 
for dividends on the part of tlie 
stiKkliolders probably made him 
think twice. 

There isn't a stret car system in 
the 'oiiiitry where the cars are kq>t 
in worse repair tlun on Mr. Beggs' 
line in Milwaukee. By cutting 
down his “bdp" in tlie barns to save 
expense, and make more dividends, 
the rqairs that are daily necessary 
are neglected. Cars sq^ unsafe to 
lundle that motornien tlicmiylvcs 
liave rebelled agaittst taking .thent 
through the crowdtd frfeets because 
of tlie danger,'have beqi senji out 
during the busy part of the t^'. 

If the street railway would stop 
running down citizctu and thus les¬ 
sen the large miinber of damage 
suits pending against it, aiul if the) 
courts would observe a little more 
(Minctuality in getting fktwn U>faus-1 
iiiess each day, {lerbaps MHwatikcei 
would l>c able to get along wMiout i 
tlie addition of tliat extra judge, i 
It is reported tliat soine of tliel 
courts take about an liaur |o get; 
ready to open up for business after 
llie regular ot>eiiiiig time in tliel 


iiKiming has come round. Tlicn 
there is a long ii sm recess and a 
late start in the aHcmoon, followed 
by an early adjonriiment. so tliat 
the' actual daily'lU'ind has been so 
little grist that .I'tie record for the 
tcnii is not wlut u might be. This 
makes it bad aim in the matter of 
expense to the comity. Where a 
lot of jurymen hare to keep report¬ 
ing each momin<. although npf 
wanted, and each .ne gets his fee 
for the day, it cm- Mime ice in tlie 
treasurer's offic-.-.

And it should not be forgotten 
tliat it is only sin. t- Mr. Beggs got 
control of the St I,-ct car manage¬ 
ment in Milwaiii.iv tliat the cars 
luve been killing 1'. 0 gicople whole¬ 
sale. Prior to tlut time Milwau¬ 
keeans sat in open 'isniilied wonder 
at the reports of ir illcy'car killings 
in Brooklyn ati! oilier eastern 
cities, for there u 1- no such condi¬ 
tion here. But l’■eggs' policy of 
racing a few cars round and rotuid 
the circuit so as to make the few 
cars do the woil; r,f nuny soon 
changed the situation.

The Traci Book Matter. 

At a meeting of the Joint eom- 
mittee of the county board last 
Monday, another effort was made

Under the contract the con¬ 
tractor is not liable for these errors 
tliould they find their w-ay into the 
new tract books, and there are to 
many of them (mistakes in the 
records, involving the changing of 
tlie description in nearly a tluxisnnd 
cases were foond in a langle day 
last week) that the contractor could 
not poasibiy set himtelf the task 
of niAniiig down all the enort 
withoat-objcction from the bonding 
Gooipanf, so that tiniest sometfainr 
U done nwaa the new books wiO 
neither be a credit to the county 
nor to the'contractor, although (hey 
niay be a good thing for the ab¬ 
stract co mpani es, against whose 
own records they will come into 
competition, should a public ab¬ 
stractor be installed. At Monday’s 
meeting it. was proposed that 
tlie question of tlie rela¬ 
tions of the contrac to r to the county 
under the contract he submitted to 
one oi the county judges for inter¬ 
pretation. hr means of a friendly 
suit.
